JUNE 
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A patriarch of physicians in this area, Dr. Stewart G. Patton, Sr., passed 
away on May 20th at the age of 90. 

Dr. Patton was a general practitioner, practicing in North Jackson from 
1900 until his retirement in the early 1950‘s. He was born in Slippery Rock, 
Penna. on Feb. 9, 1873, the year after the Mahoning County Medical Society 
was formed. He graduated from Slippery Rock College in 1893 and received 
his medical degree from Western Medical College of Pennsylvania in 1904. 
He interned at Rineman Maternity Hospital in Pittsburgh before coming to 
North Jackson. 

In 1921, he became a charter member of the Mahoning County Board of 
Health, organized at that time; and in 1937, he became Mahoning County 
Health Commissioner, a position that he held until 1951. In this capacity, 
he conducted the first mass X-ray program in the area in a fight against 
tuberculosis. He was an early advocate of diphtheria shots and held the 
first mass immunizations programs in the area. He was chief examiner for 
the local draft board during World War I. 

He was a member of the executive board of the Mahoning Red Cross 
Chapter, served on the advisory committee of Mahoning County Chapter 
of Infantile Paralysis, and was a member and president of the Mahoning 
County Board of Education. He also was a member of Canfield First United 
Presbyterian Church, Stuckrath Lodge No. 430, F. & A.M. in Pittsburgh, 
Scottish Rite, St. John's Commandery, Knights Templar, and A1 Koran Shrine. 

He left his mark on public health care in Mahoning County and both 
the medical profession and the public are the better off for it.

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PHYSICAL THERAPY AVAILABLE AT HOME 
THROUGH V. N. A. 

Since laie in 1962, a new service has become available for the incapaci¬ 
tated patient at home. This is physical therapy provided by a skilled VNA 
physiotherapist for those victims of stroke, hip fracture, disabling arthritis, etc., 
who are unable to go to therapy centers or clinics. 

The VNA has available crutches for demonstrating technique and measur¬ 
ing the patient for a permanent pair, walkers, thermolite and facilities for 
moist heart application. The therapist is equipped to educate patients with 
prosthesis or healed hip fractures to walk again. 

How can these services be obtained? On the request of a physician the 
physical therapist will evaluate the patient's condition and suggest measures 
to be followed. The physician then submits orders on a brief form supplied 
by VNA. The staff nurse will make a written report to the physician at least 
every three months, at which time a renewal of orders will be required. No 
case will be carried longer than nine jnonths. A fee of $4 per call will be 
charged those patients who are able to pay. The plan of therapy unless 
otherwise specified will be as follows: 

No orthopedic treatment will be given when an acute general or local 
condition occurs . . . for example: severe respiratory infection, gastric dis¬ 
turbance, skin eruption, local inflammation, or elevated temperature. Acutely 
inflamed joints will not be massaged, but the muscles above and below the 
joint may be. 

The neutral position will be used freely: 

The patient will be put on a firm bed (boards may be placed 
under the mattress if it sags). Arms will be relaxed and resting at 
the side, forearms extended. 

A thin pillow may be used under head and shoulders. 

The legs will be slightly apart with the hips and knees straight. 

A folded bath towel may be placed under the knees to give support 
to these joints. 

A tightly rolled blanket, sandbags, salt bags, or rolled pillow 
will be propped against the outside of the thighs to prevent pressure 
of the bed covers on the toes. 

When a patient cannot be placed in the neutral position because of con¬ 
tractures or deformities, this will be noted on the patient's record and included 
in subsequent reports to the physician. 

The temperature, pulse, and respiration will be taken on the first visit 
and as frequently thereafter as is necessary in the nurses judgement. 
Paralyzed patients will be cared for as follows: 

Muscles will be tested. 

Application cf heat, light massage, and exercise, and hydro¬ 
therapy when ordered by the physician. 

Paralyzed muscles will be kept in relaxed position. 

a. Maintain complete range passive motion and rest in neutral 
position. 

b. Dorsi-flexors—feet supported by foot drop. 

c. Legs kept in straight position to prevent contractures of hip 
flexors and hamstrings. Watch for back knee (hyper-ex- 
tension). 

d. Abdominal and back muscles—patient kept flat in bed until 
physician's order is given to sit up. 
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e. Position of patient in bed will be guarded to prevent curvature 
of the spine. 

We must all review our home-bound patients, and stop for a moment to 
consider those who might benefit from physical therapy rehabilitation and 
might thereby realize the return of functional activities. Our interest in such 
programs plus utilization of services offered by such organizations as this and 
the Heart Association stroke rehabilitation program will be the best guarantee 
of their continuation in the community. „ Bllnn , r

5. Disregard item "report by number of cases only" since it does not 
apply in Ohio. 

6. Epidemiological investigation is essential to the control of major 

contagion. Such service may be obtained by contacting the local 
health department or the Division of Communicable Diseases, Ohio 
Department of Health, Columbus. ! 

Special containers and mailing tubes may be obtained from the 
Youngstown City Department of Health, as well as from the District 
Health Department, Cuyahcga Falls, Ohio, and the Ohio Department 
of Health, Columbus, Ohio. 

The Visiting Nurse Association is under contract with the Board of Health 
of Youngstown to render service in all cases of communicable and occupa¬ 
tional disease. With the exception of chickenpox, each case report is followed 
by a visit by a nurse who completes the necessary epidemiological investiga¬ 
tion report and case finding, interprets the health department regulations 
to the family, encourages use of the physician by the family, takes the 
temperature and renders nursing care, if needed. At a later date, the nurse 
again visits, usually in response to a telephone call from the family, to dis¬ 
charge the patient and issue a Certificate of Re-Admission to school, if the 
case is of school age. She also supplies laboratory specimen containers, 
when necessary. —Sidney Franklin, M.D.

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OSMA ANNUAL MEETING REPORT 

Highlight of the 1963 annual meeting of the Ohio State Medical Associa¬ 
tion, especially for Mahoning County delegates, was the election by acclaim 
of Dr. Robert E. Tschantz to the office of president-elect. Dr. Tschantz has been 
councilor from the Sixth District for the past four years. Dr. Edwin R. West¬ 
brook, of Warren, was elected new Sixth District Councilor. 

Dr. Horation T. Pease of Wadsworth, was installed as president of the 
Ohio State Medical Association. Dr. Pease, a general practitioner, has prac¬ 
ticed in Wadsworth for 32 years, having graduated from the Western Reserve 
University School of Medicine in 1930, followed by an internship and residency 
at University Hospitals. 

Charles S. Nelson, serving his last year as Executive Secretary of the 
OSMA, was accorded a standing ovation when a special resolution "Thanks 
to Charles S. Nelson," was read. The President's Reception, held on Wednes¬ 
day, May 15, was given in his honor. 

Resolution action of special interest to Mahoning County included passage 
of Mahoning's "Chamber of Commerce" resolution, which was rewritten as 
follows: 

WHEREAS, Chambers of Commerce are dedicated to the improvement 
of the general welfare of our communities, and 

WHEREAS, Chambers of Commerce depend upon and need the talents 
and resources of the businessmen and professional men 
dedicated to the improvement and preservation of the private 
enterprise system, therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the House of Delegates of the Ohio State Medical 
Association recommend that each member of the Ohio State 
Medical Association affiliate himself with his Local Chamber 
of Commerce to work for the accomplishment of mutual 
objectives. 

The Mahoning-sponsored "Over 65 Insurance Pool" resolution was not 
acted upon because "the intent of the resolution is already being implemented 
by H. B. 376" in the Ohio State Legislature. 

Resolution No. 17, asking that the 25% American graduate within a 
hospital house staff ruling be discarded, was passed and will be taken to the 
House of Delegates of the American Medical Association. 

A resolution changing a portion of the qualifications for membership in 
the Ohio State Medical Association was passed to allow county medical 
societies, at their own discretion, to establish a special class of membership 
without the right to vote or hold office for osteopathic physicians. 

Resolution No. 11, which sought to remove the lien requirements so that 
Kerr-Mills could be implemented in Ohio, was not approved, inasmuch as 
Ohio is participating in a better plan than straight Kerr-Mills at the present 
time. 

Delegates from Mahoning County attending the Sunday through Wednes¬ 
day legislative sessions of the House of Delegates were: Dr. G. E. DeCicco, 
Dr. R. R. Fisher, Dr. P. J. Mahar, Dr. H. P. McGregor and Dr. C. C. Wales. 

All resolutions go to resolution committee for consideration and open 
debate to which all delegates are invited. Dr. DeCicco served on Resolutions 
Committee No. 2 as Secretary for the fourth consecutive year. 

Resolutions will be published in their entirety, along with a detailed 
account of the annual meeting, in a forthcoming issue of the Ohio State 
Medical Journal.

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PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL

The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read and approved. 

The following application was presented by the censors and read by 
the executive secretary: * 

INTERN-RESIDENT MEMBERSHIP 

John J. Buckley, St. Elizabeth Hospital 

The above applicant will become a member of the Medical Society within 
fifteen days after publication in the Bulletin, unless objection is filed in 
writing with the secretary during that time. 

Bills were read. A motion was made, seconded and duly passed that 
the bills be paid. A list of the bills is attached to the minutes. 

Dr. Cook reported that two members still owed dues for 1963, Dr. J. N. 
Thanos and Dr. E. H. Young. 

Dr. Werbner and Dr. Wiltsie came into the meeting at this point to make 
a request for a donation of money from the Mahoning County Medical Society 
to be applied on a new building under consideration for the Child Guidance 
Center. Following discussion, Dr. Werbner and Dr. Wiltsie left the meeting. 

A Boardman Citizens' Committee, consisting of George R. "Bob" Jolly, Bill 
Barvitski and Charles Johnson came into the meeting to discuss and answer 
questions about the proposed Boardman Hospital. Following discussion, the 
committee stated that they would tell the owners of the building that they 
would not form a non-profit organization to raise money for the hospital.
